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FORTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OFTHE 
BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

For  the  Year  1945. 


The  Board  of  Governors  begs  to  submit  to  the  Governors, 
Donors,  and  Subscribers  its  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1945. 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  honoured  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  by  sending  a  special  Donation  of  £10  towards  the  cost 
of  maintenance. 

It  is  with  sorrow  and  grief  that  the  Board  records  the 
death  of  the  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Bethell,  which  took  place  on  the 
27th  May.  Lord  Bethell  was  the  founder  of  the  Hospital  in 
1897,  and  was  elected  as  its  first  Chairman  in  that  year,  a 
position  he  held  until  1904.  In  1909  he  was  elected  as  the 
first  President  of  the  Hospital,  and  continued  in  that  office 
until  his  death.  By  his  death  the  Hospital  has  suffered  a 
severe  blow,  and  has  lost  a  wise  and  far-sighted  Counsellor, 
whose  efforts  and  vision  are  in  no  small  measure  responsible 
for  the  present  position  of  the  Hospital.  His  generosity  knew 
no  bounds  and  he  contributed  many  thousands  of  pounds  ro 
the  Hospital.  To  Lady  Bethell  and  his  family,  the  Board 
expresses  its  very  deepest  sympathy. 

Following  the  death  of  Lord  Bethell,  the  Board  invited 
the  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Leathers,  a  Vice-Patron  of  the  Hospital, 
to  become  its  President,  and  also  the  Rt.  Hon  Lady  Leathers 
to  become  a  Vice-Patron,  and  it  is  with  real  pleasure  that  the 
Board  reports  that  Lord  and  Lady  Leathers  were  able  to 
accept  this  invitation. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Board  records  the  deaths  during 
the  year  of  Mrs.  A.  A.  Williams,  a  Vice-President,  Life 
Governor,  and  Foundation  Governor;  Aid.  J.  W.  Barton, 
J.P.  ;  Mr.  G.  Brown;  Mr.  W.  Bucklow ;  Mrs.  A.  Fennell; 
and  Mr.  H.  H.  Macleod,  Life  Governors.  To  the  relatives 
of  these  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  the  Board  extends  deep 
sympathy. 

The  Board  tenders  hearty  congratulations  to  Lt.-Col. 
John  Mayhew,  T.D.,  D.L.,  J.P.,  a  Life  Governor  of  the 
Hospital,  on  his  appointment  to  the  Order  of  Knighthood. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Paige  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Wood  tendered  their 
resignations  as  members  of  the  Governing  Body,  and  Mr. 
W.  Thompson  was  elected  as  a  member. 

The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  is  shown  in  detail 
on  pages  14  and  26.  These  figures  show  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  work  of  all  departments  of  the  Hospital  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  patients 
admitted,  the  number  of  new  Out-Patients,  and  the  number 
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Commemora¬ 
tion  Appeal.

of  Out-Patient  attendances  during'  the  year  are  the  highest 
in  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 

This  increased  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  face  of  the 
many  difficulties  arising  from  the  acute  shortage  of  Nurses, 
a  shortage  experienced  not  only  at  this  Hospital  but  at  most 
Hospitals  throughout  the  country,  and  has  meant  a  heavy 
burden  on  our  Nursing  Staff,  a  burden  which  the  Board  is 
proud  to  report  has  been  carried  with  willingness  and  ability. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  since  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  in  Europe,  in  the  task  of  bringing  the  Hospital 
back  to  a  peacetime  footing.  All  blast  walls,  sandbagging, 
and  other  structural  precautions  have  been  removed,  and  the 
re-glazing  of  all  windows  and  doors  throughout  the  Hospital 
has  been  completed.  All  the  six  Wards  in  the  Hospital  are 
now  open  and  receiving  patients,  and  the  two  Main  Theatres 
are  again  functioning.  Approval  has  been  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  demolished 
Boiler  House,  Main  Kitchen,  Staff  Dining  Rooms  and  Cor¬ 
ridor,  and  the  plans  in  connection  with  this  work  are  nearing 
completion. 

Proposals  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  but  the 
Board  regrets  to  report  that  the  approval  for  the  carrying 
out  of  this  most  necessary  work  has  not  yet  been  received. 

The  Appeal  to  commemorate  the  cessation  of  hostilities 
and  victory,  referred  to  by  the  Board  in  its  Report  for  1944, 
was  launched  on  the  3rd  September  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Lord  Leathers.  The  target  aimed  at  was  £50,000,  and  up 
to  the  31st  December  the  sum  of  £4,131  19s.  lid.  has  been 
received.  A  list  of  contributors  to  the  Appeal  appears  on 
page  49  el  seq.,  to  all  of  whom  the  Board  expresses  deep 
gratitude. 

Unfortunately  the  launching  of  the  Appeal  was  followed 
closely  by  the  publication  of  the  proposals  of  His  Majesty’s 
Government  in  connection  with  the  introduction  of  a  National 
Health  Service.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  factor  has 
adversely  affected  the  Appeal  to  date,  and  is  likely  to 
jeopardise  its  ultimate  success. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  placing  on  record 
its  gratitude  to  the  Ward  Captains  and  Collectors  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Penny  a  Week  Fund,  for  their  splendid 
work  in  connection  with  the  House  to  House  Appeal,  and  also 
to  Mr.  Arthur  Rank,  J.P.,  and  the  Production  Staff  of  Messrs. 
Gaumont  British  News,  for  their  generosity  and  efforts  in 
connection  with  the  production  of  the  Hospital  film. 

The  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  and  Balance  Sheet 
will  be  found  on  pages  22  and  24.  As  a  result  of  the 
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year’s  work  the  General  Fund  Deficit  was  increased  from 
*£8,202  2s.  Od.  to  £13,988  15s.  2d.  ;  the  Buildings  and  Equip¬ 
ment  Fund  Deficit  was  reduced  from  £11,123  12s.  6d.  to 
£10,782  4s.  Od.  ;  the  Endowment  Fund  was  increased  from 
£6,005  14s.  lOd.  to  £6,510  14s.  lOd.  ;  the  Samaritan  Fund 
was  reduced  from  £58  Is.  Od.  to  £57  15s.  9d.  ;  and  £4,131 
19s.  lid.  was  raised  on  the  Appeal  Fund,  a  total  deterioration 
of  £808  10s.  Od.  as  compared  with  a  total  deterioration  of 
£4,895  14s.  lOd.  on  the  previous  year’s  work.  Both  the  total 
Income  and  total  Expenditure  for  the  year  on  Maintenance 
are  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  on  the 
Salaries  and  Conditions  of  Service  of  the  Nursing*  Staff,  the 
recommendations  of  the  National  Joint  Council  on  the  Wages 
and  Conditions  of  Service  of  the  Male  and  Female  Domestic 
Staff,  the  recommendations  of  the  Joint  Negotiating  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Salaries  and  Conditions  of  Service  of  the 
Technical  Staff,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  British 
Hospitals  Association  on  the  Salaries  and  Conditions  of  Ser¬ 
vice  of  the  Administrative  Staff,  have  all  been  adopted  and 
are  in  force  at  the  Hospital.

The  Board  realises  that  the  proposals  of  His  Majesty’s 
Government,  respecting  the  future  of  Hospitals,  contained  in 
the  National  Health  Service  Bill,  must  cause  uncertainty  in 
the  minds  of  the  numerous  and  generous  supporters  of  this 
Hospital. 

For  the  past  forty-four  years,  thanks  to  the  untiring 
efforts  and  the  generosity  of  its  many  friends,  the  Hospital 
has  carried  out  the  work  of  ministering  to  the  sick'  and 
suffering,  in  accordance  with  the  tradition  of  Voluntary 
Hospitals,  and  with  no  small  measure  of  success. 

During  this  period  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to 
the  Wards  was  32,473;  the  number  of  Out-Patients  treated 
was  267,277,  and  the  number  of  Attendances  made  by  Out- 
Patients  was  1,449,142.  The  total  Income,  both  Capital  and 
Maintenance,  was  £536,602,  and  the  total  Expenditure,  both 
Capital  and  Maintenance,  was  £554,862;  a  deficit  of  £18,260 
over  the  whole  period,  and  surely  a  wonderful  tribute  to 
Voluntary  effort. 

Until  such  time  as  any  proposed  changes  actually 
materialise  this  work  must  continue,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  us 
all  to  see  that  the  Hospital  receives  the  help  and  support 
which  alone  makes  this  possible.

Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  patients  are  admitted  only  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

Patients  are  asked  to  contribute,  according  to  their  means, 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

The  Hospital  contains  5  single  bed  Private  Wards.  The 
charge  for  these  rooms  is  6  guineas  per  week.  Special  Nurses, 
Laundry,  Massage,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations  or  any 
Special  Treatment  ordered,  are  extra  charges.  In  addition  there 
is  a  fee  for  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case,  the 
amount  of  the  fee  to  be  arranged  with  the  Physician  or  Surgeon 
concerned. 

The  Hospital  also  contains  8  Curtained  Cubicles  (4  Male  and 
4  Female).  The  charge  for  these  cubicles  is  6  guineas  per  week, 
inclusive  of  any  extras  and  Medical  or  Surgical  fees. 

Patients  will  be  seen  in  private  consultation  at  the  Plospital, 
by  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  at  a  minimum  fee 
of  1  guinea,  exclusive  of  any  special  investigations  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends  on  Thurs¬ 
days,  3-4  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-4.30  p.m.  on  production  of  card 

which  may  be  obtained  from  the  ward  sister.  Husbands  may  visit 
their  wives  on  Wednesdays,  7.30 — 8  p.m. 

Maternity  patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends 
on  Sundays  3—4  p.m.  Husbands  may  visit  their  wives  on  Wed¬ 
nesdays,  7 — 8  p.m. 

Special  arrangements  are  made  for  parents  to  visit  their 
children.  Children  under  14  are  not  permitted  to  visit  the  Wards 
without  special  permission. 

Ministers  of  Religion  may  visit  their  parishioners  every  after¬ 
noon  between  3  and  5  p.m.,  and  at  any  other  time  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

No  organisation  or  private  individual  may  use  the  name  of  the 
East  Ham  Memorial  Hospital  for  any  effort  in  collecting  money 
without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  a  Statement 
of  Accounts  of  each  effort  shall  be  sent  to)  the  Secretary  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Hospital  within  a  reasonable  time. 

The  Secretary  Superintendent  will  always  be  pleased  for  the 
Hospital  to  be  shown  to  any  who  are  interested  in  its  work
